REMARKS 
Claims 1-30 were presented for examination. 

Claims 1-30 were subject to restriction among the following inventions: 

1 . Embodiment 1 having a structure as depicted in Figures 1 A- ID. 

2. Embodiment 2 having a structure as depicted in Figures 2A-2E. 

3. Embodiment 3 having a structure as depicted in Figures 3A-3E. 
Applicant notes that all pending claims are method claims, not device claims, and 

therefore assumes that the restriction is intended to be between the methods depicted in Figures 
1-3 and not between the structures depicted in Figures 1-3 (even though the Office Action uses 
the term "structure"). If this is not the case, the Examiner is asked to clarify the Office Action. 

Applicant elects invention 2: claims 1-10, 13-24 and 26-29. Claims 1 1-12, 25 and 30 are 
withdrawn. Applicant requests that the non-elected claims be held in abeyance, pending the 
allowance of a generic, linking or subcombination claim.
